The construction 
itself remains with The SSUB, the territorial assimilation of 
which to the bezirke and the reduction of which from 24 to 
14 is still under way , 

ii. The border crossing dnt near Stettin on the former No 104 
State Road is to be opened for the first time in May 1961 . 

The opening will taka place on occasion of the "Peace Trip", 
a cycling race of non- professionals from East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. For the first time, the race is 
to lead from Warsaw to Rostock via Stettin. 

In contrast to other roads, Highway No 104 was currently 
maintained, and sections as the Pasewalk by-pass were 
liberally improved.

is to be carried out by the competent IKS (State Motor 
Vehicle Traffic) of the districts. Exempted from this 
rule are goods which car.no t possibly be shipped by motor 
vehicles, railroad equipment , and partly the fall shipments 
which each year eve to be hauled between 1 September and 
12 Do comber. 

The closing down of these railroad stations and stops for 
the above mentioned goods and passengers is to effect a 
relief of the eti.ll excessively strained car and 
operational situation of the PKP.
